MUCH WORK YET 


To Be Doie Oi Hew Dover Aid York 


Beach Uie. 


Although work cars are running by 


Sunday school j tLeir own power on nearly every por- 


tion of the Dover and 
York Beach 


electric road, there still remains 
much, to be done before the cars are 
put on to accomplish a satisfactory 
passenger schedule. 


The work of 
putting this 
road 


through has been done in an incredi- 
bly short space of time, when 
the 


quality of the read is considered, as 
no piece of electric 
railway in the 


state surpasses it. 


Now that the road is nearing com- 


pletion, people are naturally anxious 
to see the cars actually running, and 
numerous opinions and rumors have 
been circulated, all of which 
leave 


out of the reckoning 
the 
enormous 


amount of work that remains after 
the track Is laid. . Therefore all pre- 
dictions to. the effect that a week or 
two weeks will see everything com- 
pleted and in good working order are 
far away from the truth of the mat- 
ter. 


Not for several weeks after passen- 


ger service commences can the road 
be expected to settle down to a regu- 
lar schedule. 


General 
Manager Melooa 
states 


that it is lik-ely that some cars will 
run over the road by the 20th of June, 
and that as soon after that as possi- 
ble the Dover traffic will be handled 
by bringing passengers over the Kit- 
tedy and Eliot branch to the P. K. & 
Y. road. 


The sub-grading still remains to be 


done, and whether the management 
will decide to run cars while this is 
going on, as was done in the cas« of 
the Eliot road two years ago, is still 
an undecided point. 
If they decide 


to do this, cars will not be run on a 
very grequent schedule, as this would 
prevent the work. 


The motors for the new cars, which 


were delayed on the load, arrived at 
Dover Tuesday and will soon, be fitted 
up 


The transformer to fee installed at 


York Corner has not yet arrived and 
this will put back the work to some 
extent. 
At present the York end of 


the road is supplied by the P. K. & 
Y., while the upper end is supplied 
by a Do/«r power station. 


When the road gets down to busi- 


ness the running time between York 
and Dover will be forty-five minutes 
but for the present one hour will be 
consumed. The fare has 
not been 


settled as yet.

KING ALEXANDER AND QUEEN 


DRAGA MURDERED. 


Soldiers Kill Several Other Prominent 


Officials Of The Country. 


PRINCE RiRAGEORGEVTTCH ELEVATED TO 


THE THRONE BY THE INSURGENTS. 


New York, by cable from Belgrade, 


Servia, June 11.—Sometime between 
half-past 
t«n 
o'clock 
Wednesday 


night and two o'clock thi« 
morning, 


King Alexander and 
Queen Draga 


were assassinated by rebellious sol- 
diers. Prince Nikodem, Premier Mar- 
kovitch, 
Ministers 
Petrovitch 
and 


Tudrovich and Gen. Pavlovitch, late 
ministsr of war, were also killed. 


Prince Karageorgevitch, the son of 


a rich swine owner, was proclaimed 
king in Alexander's stead and seems 
likely to hold the throne without ser- 
ious opposition. All the men capable 
of leading the fight against the nsw 
monarch were murdered last night. 


Reports as to how the tragedy oc- 


curred are conflicting. One account 
states that the soldiers entered the 
palace and Col. Naumovics called on 
King 
Alexander 
to 
abdicate 
the 


throne. The king refused ant! shot 
Col. 
Naumovics on the spot and was 


himself almost instantly killed. 


Another version is that the troops 


burst into the king's bedchamber and 
thai he shot both the queen and him- 
self. 


The rebels have assumed full con- 


trol of the government, have appoint- 
ed new ministers and have called a 
meeting of the national representa- 
tives for .lune 15. 


Tlio people of the country appear 


to approve the action of the soldiers 
and are apparently well satisfied with 
their l:Ing. There is no display of 
mourning, oven in Belgrade, and both 
ronntiy and city are quiet. There is 
littlo Inar that the powers of Europe 
v.ill ijitv'ivrne anil the inclinations aic 
that King Karapeorgcvltch will retain 
the tiirono. to which he was so sud- 
den1}- elevated, without trouble.

grewe of Cincin-

There was an interesting discussion 


among several sporting men in Chi- 
cago mvinly as to the amount of 
weight u human being could lift. 
After comparing the feats of strength 
of the various strong men 'it was 
agreed that the honor of being the 
strongest man iu the world belongs to 
Henry lioltgrewe of Cincinnati, whose 
wonderful strength has amuzed thou- 
sands in all parts of the country. 


Uoltgrewe's greatest feat of strength 


is his back lift. At the Cincinnati ball 
park several years ago, in a public ex- 
hibition, lioltgrewe lifted with his 
back a 
platform 
containing 4,103 


pounds. On the platform were eight- 
een men, the rest of the weight being 
made up of dumbbells. 
Holtgrewe 


raised the platform two inches from 
where it rested. He used no harness 
or protection for his shoulders of any 
kind. 


Many of the strong men who claim 


to have duplicated this feat have sim- 
ply held that much weight on their 
shoulders. Holtgrewe can hold 5.000 
pounds. What makes his performance 
stand out above all others is that he 
actually raised 4,103 pounds 
two 


inches above the braces upon which 
the platform rested. 


Other wonderful acts performed by 


the Cincinnatian are: Lifting a 278 
pound dumbbell with his right hand; 
lifting a 200 pound dumbbell with his 
left hand; lifting 320 pounds with two 
hands; raising from the ground to the 
height of four inches a dead weight to 
the extent of 1,300 pounds; lifting a 
barrel of water with one finger with a 
man seated on it, total weight GOO 
pounds. 
Other interesting feats ac- 


complished by lioltgrewe within the 
List few years include the holding ot" a 
3,000 pound dumbbell on his shoulders 
and walking across the stage with 
three men hanging to it, and the lifting 
of a 135 pound dumbbell from the floor 
to the shoulder and thence above the 
head with one hand.

the discretion of the team having the- i 
ball. The question 
of what change; 


should be made along thai line long ; 
troubled the committee. The present 
change was only adopted after four 
protracted sittings. 


There were men on the commif.ee 


who did not wish the rules changed 
at all in that respect, and there were 
others who wanted even more radical 
measures taken to make the game a 
more open one. Therefore this rule 
is in the nature of a compromise. 
When a team is within its own tv\ enty- 
five yard line it may play as hereto- 
fore, and also when it is fighting for 
a touchdown within the twenty-five 
yard line of its opponent. 
But be- 


tween the lines, that is, in the large 
territory in center field, seven onen 
must be -employed in the rush lilne. 


Another change suggested with the 


idea of making the game more open, 
is allowing the quarterback 
to run 


at one of the earlier meetings, but on 
Saturday night it was decided that 
the quarterback must run at 
least 


five yards to one side or the other of 
the .center. In other words he will 
not be allowed to receive the 
ball 


from the snap back and plunge right 
through the centre of the line.

chance for soul growth she will not 
be denied. All of which means that 
her standard 
of 
living has 
been 


raised. Next, with the Improvement 
in her own condition, naturally her 
Ideals for her children have 
grown 


apace. What she needs for her best 
development they will need for theirs. 
If they can not have it, she reasons, it 
were cruel to bring them into exis- 
tence, where the denial of necessities 
will make them suffer and shrink to 
something short of the soul propor- 
tions for which they were planned.—

If a barn 
is already built and has iusuiQcient 
light more windows can easily be pio- 
vided. 
There should be from three- 


fourths to one and a half square feet 
of glass for every linear foot of outside 
wall in a dairy barn. 


Many barns are not provided with 


any system of ventilation whatever, sis 
but few dairymen realize tint pure air 
iri just as essential to tho economic pro- 
duction of untainted milk as is the feed 
a eow consumes. Digestion and assim- 
ilation, like thf burning of coal in a 
stove, art- processes of combustion. The 
stove may be tilled with coal, but if the 
drafts art- kept tightly closed the coal 
will not burn, as sutliciont oxygen is 
not provided. Neither can a cow's feed 
be- properly digested and assimilated 
\\ithriut an abundance of oxygen, and 
unless this is supplied a great waste 
of food as W"!l as impaired health of 
the tow will result. 


Much has been snid about tbe num- 


ber of cubic feet of air space that 
should be allowed for a cow, but this 
is of little consequence in compari-on 
with the more important question of 
ventilation or change of air. In order 
not to get a greater decree of impuiity 
'n the air than is pcnni'-^ible -u ith good 
results each cow Miould be supplied 
Vvith ;i,5lo cubic feet of air p< r hour, 
'i he hi/,e of the ventilating flues to be 
[inn idcd will depend upon the number 
>if tows in the stable.

Q. — Should the worthy master sign, the 


minutes? A.— There is nothing in grange 
law which requires the signature ol the 
master to the record of a meeting. 


Q. — AVhen the assistants are taking up 
the word shall the annual or degree word 
be given first. A.— It is required that the 
annual word be given first, then followed 
by the fourth degree word. 


Q. — Has a grange the right to elect a 


new officer to fill a vacancy where a res- 
ignation has not been made? A. — Tes. 
for the grange can declare a vacancy 
when an officer is delinquent In duty. 
Any officer, from whatever cause, should 
not be permitted to be a stumbling block 
to the progress of the grange. Punctual 
officers and regular meetings are essen- 
tial to grange success. 


Q.— In electing officers is it permissible 
to vote to instruct the secretary to cast 
the vote of the grange for a certain mem- 
ber for a certain office? A.— Election by 
ballot in the grange has reference to a 
free, untrarnmeled expression of prefer- 
ence by each individual member. To In- 
struct the secretary to act for the whole 
body is not in line with this just principle 
and should not be allowed. 


Q. — Should an applicant come to the 
grange meeting at %vhich his application 
is to be balloted upon? A. — \Vh*le an ap- 
plicant can be elected and have the first 
desrSe conferred upon him at the same 
meeting it should not be encouraged or 
practiced except in extreme cases W> con- 
centrate several candidates and thus save 
work to the srange. "With the applicant 
in waiting at the grange hall it would be 
'^ cry embarrasbing in case of relection. 
There is generally time enough to wait 
until results are known.

Q.— ^R*hat redress has the state grange 
when a subordinate grange persists in re- 
ceiving new members for a less foe than 
stated in the bylaws? A. — If a subordi- 
nate grange is working in violation of the 
bylaws. Article XVII of th« bylaws of 
the national grange makes it the duty of 
the mastei of the state grange to suspend 
the charter of such offending grange? 


Q. — Does a Pomona grange send any of 
the initiation fee away?

THE HOT WEATHER KITCHEN 


Some Hints on Hovr to Keep It» Tem-
